April 19, when, aceording to Dr. Hurbison, the gis
wae burned in Mr, Hutching’ room day and night,
and used for heating purposes wlgo, the bill ar the
gus office was £4-00 less than for the previons quarter,
whon the deceased hnd not been conflned to his
room, and when 88 per week wak recelptid as his
full board, without any extire charge for gus,
The Falthful Narse Agnin.

But the most remarkable clalm presented aguinst
the estate wag that of Dr. Willlnm €, Harbison, a
homeopathle physleian, who, it will not be forgotten,
figured guite extenslvely In the recent notorions
Haskell lnnney case.  Dr. Harbigon presented o bill
amounting to 82240, of which §240 was for medicines
and §2000 for attendance, between Feb, 8 and Oct, o,
1866, In Dr. Harbison's book of original entries,
which presented o heautifol jumble of dates
and ascoonnts, without the slightest attention to
regularity or aysiem, Mr., Hutehing had  been
charged with an averige attendance of three times
during the day and once during the night.  From
Yehruary 6 to Jone 6121 days in all—Mr. Hutehins
Bad been chiarged with 868 visits, exclusive of night
attendance, without the break of a single day, Yet,
in his seatimony before the Register of Wills, Dr.
Harbison declared that he found his patient “sitting
up in the room, attending to business, very oftea
when I (the Dootor) was there!"

“The gold market was quite steady to-day in eonteagt to
the wild and widie fluctustions whioh have murk e
conrse nnder the speculatise intluenoos of the steeota. The
snnouncemant from Washington that the pabilic debit will
ehow 0 reduction of not less than twelve millions for the
present month, while vessing national alfairs with & cowleur
dte rome anpact, i fatal to the hopes of the advoocates of
higher gold. Tt ssems thint the sale of two millions of gold
por  weok bas pot roduced the Govornment gold pe-
sources, while the carrency balinee has increased to
about fifteen millions,  If Mr. Bontwell will only per
sint in wiving tho market gold whenever the gamblers
uttempt to forco np the price, lie will afford the friends of
cheap gold the meana of “;niﬂlmt out till September, whon
the dorn and cotton exporta will defer the necessity for
pvjuin shipments, if thoy do not bring specie this way.
With three momths more of the present polioy of Mr. Bot-
woll tho country will have mnde an important stride to-
wird st eudf gold quotations ana spocio rosumption. Thesa
fucts were faresenn to-day by the "bears,' who put the price
up & balf per cent, to mako a better market En wall wpon.
